Mails Refunds 
To Customers 
✓ 
10,000 Householders 
In Area Slated To Get 
Cheeks By June IO 


The M anufacturers Light & Heat 
Co.’s Pittsburgh office today mailed 
the first group of refund checks 
that 10.000 custom ers in East Liv­ 
erpool and Wellsville are scheduled 
to receive by June IO. 
The gradual refunding will con­ 
tinue regularly, with the checks 
scheduled to be mailed a day or 
two after the mailing of the next 
monthly gas bill, W. T. McIn­ 
tyre, m anager of the E ast Liver­ 
pool office, explained. 
The story of the refunds, which 
range up to $25 or more for house­ 
holders who use gas for h o m e 
heating, dates back to the fall of 
1953 when the company filed an 
application for a rate increase. 
On Sept. 21. 1953. M anufacturers 
asked the Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion at Columbus for a $1,600,000 
increase.

In recent news conferences, Ei­ 
senhower has said he wanted as­ 
surances of Russia’s sincerity be­ 
fore he would take part in a big 
power conference. 
Here for the North Atlantic Coun­ 
cil meeting to welcome West Ger­ 
m any into NATO, Dulles conferred 
m ost of yesterday with British 
Foreign Secretary Harold Macmil­ 
lan and French Foreign Minister 
Antoine Pinay on the prospects for 
Big Four talks and the Austrian 
independence treaty. 
West Ger­ 
man Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
joined them last night. 
This afternoon, in between NATO 
meetings, the Western Big Three 
were to take up the situation in 
South Viet Nam in an effort to 
pound out a united policy. Pre­ 
m ier Ngo Dinh Diem, who weath­ 
ered an attem pt last week to top­ 
ple his regim e, has appealed to 
the Big Three to reject Chief of 
State Bao Dai’s efforts to reestab­ 
lish himself in Viet Nam.

sources 
said 
Dulles 
has no present intention of seeing 
Bao Dai, who hastened here from 
his French Riviera home Satur­ 
day. Bao Dai contacted American 
em bassy officials last week with 
a request to see Dulles. He also 
submitted a plan for settling his 
dispute with Diem. 
Although Dulles forwarded the 
British-French proposal for a top­ 
level Big Four meeting, Ameri­ 
can sources said the Secretary of 
State still feels the four foreign 
m inisters 
should 
m eet 
first 
to 
work out details of a German set­ 
tlem ent and other European ques­ 
tions. 
Should Eisenhower agree to the 
meeting of government chiefs first, 
the Big Three reportedly will send 
notes to Moscow at once proposing 
that the Soviet, British and French 
prem iers and Eisenhower meet. It 
was believed the West at such a 
conference would avoid F a r E ast­ 
ern questions since this undoubted­ 
ly would touch off Rusian de­ 
mands that Red China be asked 
to sit in. 


Pilot Stays With Disabled 
Plane In Heroic Ohio Crash 


ST. CLAIRSVILLE. Ohio (An—An 
Ohio 
Air 
National 
G uard 
pilot 
stayed with his C47 plane as it 
crashed in the Belmont County 
hills last night, giving l l of 15 men 
aboard a chance to parachute. 
One of those who parachuted was 
killed. 
He was identified as Sgt. Thurl 
W. Starcher, 46, New Philadelphia. 
Five others 
are 
in 
Barnesville 
(Ohio) General Hospital, none of 
them injured seriously. 
The plane was carrying ll m em ­ 
bers of the all - Ohio National 
Guard rifle team on a return flight 
from Baltim ore to Columbus, Air 
National Guard officials said. 
The crash was blamed on engine 
failure. Maj. Gen. Leo M. Kreber, 
who heads the Ohio N a t i o n a l 
Guard, said at the crash scene a 
full investigation is being launched. 
Gen. Kreber term ed the crash 
“ the first incident of this kind in 
the history of the Ohio National 
G uard.” 
With Gen. Kreber was Col. E. 
O. Clark, adm inistrative executive 
of Ohio’s Air National Guard. 
The plane cleared a row of trees 
and lit in a field on the down-slope 
of a hill. It left behind a trail of 


parachuting National Guardsm en 
for a distance of about five miles. 
The first m an to parachute, who 
landed near Armstrongs Mills, said 
the plane was at an altitude of 
about 1,600 feet when he jumped. 
Col. D. E. Shafer Jr., group com­ 
m ander of the 121st Fighter Group 
at Dayton, said the pilot, Maj. I 
Charles C. Cook. 30, of Dayton 
stayed with the plane and kept it 
gliding so the others would have a 
chance to parachute. 
The men aboard bailed out un­ 
til the plane was too low for 
them to jum p safely, Col. Shafer 
said. 
The two-motor transport plane is 
based at the Dayton Municipal Air­ 
port at Vandalia, Ohio. 
The group com m ander said copi­ 
lot Lt. H. J. Cram er of Eaton was 
the only one of four crew mem­ 
bers who bailed out. 
Cook, commanding officer of the 
162nd Air National Guard Squad­ 
ron, was one of those hospitalized, 
along with relief pilot. 
J a m e s 
Moore. 23, of Dayton and passen­ 
gers C. W. O. W arren S. Schafner, 
49, Cincinnati; Capt. Steve Varga, 
33, 
Toledo, 
and 
S-Sgt. 
Hershel 
Stemen, 48, Lima. 
Shafer 
said 
T. 
Sgt. 
Kenneth 


Wiehe of Springfield, crew chief, 
had elected to stay with the plane. 
The plane cam e down on the 
W arren Goodrich farm , about four 
miles northeast of Alledonia. There 
was no fire. 
A crash crew from Olmsted Air 
Force Base, Pa., went to the crash 
scene. 
Capt. John W. McGinnis of Chil­ 
licothe said: 
“ It’s a wonder that any of us 
are alive. We were cruising nor­ 
mally over the hills when suddenly 
both engines conked out. I can’t 
believe a ship could lose altitude 
that fast. Orders to bail out were 
given and some of the boys m an­ 
aged to make the hatch and drop to 
safety in the darkness. 
“ But the strange part of it is 
that myself and several others (ac­ 
tually three) worked our way out 
of the w reckage.” 
Starcher’s body was found in art 
open area about one mile from the 
crash scene, as highway patrol­ 
men, auxiliary patrolm en and oth­ 
ers searched the area.

landed 
safely on both sides of Starcher. 
The rifle team had taken p art in 
the 2nd Army rifle shoot at Ft. 
Meade, Md.

West Accord 
On Austrian 
Treaty Nears 


To Send Note Today 
To Reds For Signing 
End Of This Week 


VIENNA, Austria tf) — Western 
agreem ent on issues still outstand-’ 
ing spurred the Big Four am bas­ 
sadors today toward completion of 
the Austrian independence treaty. 
Allied and Austrian officials ex­ 
pected the envoys to wind up their 
talks today or tomorrow. 
Diplomatic 
officials 
in 
Paris 
said U. S. Secretary of State Dul­ 
les. British Foreign Secretary H ar­ 
old MacMillan and French Foreign 
M inister Antoine Pinay would send 
formal notes,to Moscow today ask-; 
ing Soviet Foreign M inister Molo­ 
tov to m eet them in Vienna at 
the end of this week to sign the 
treaty. 
These sources said the Western 
m inisters worked out a formula 
in the French capital yesterday 
for clearing the last barriers to 
a g re m e n t with the Russians on 
the pact. U. S. Ambassador Llew­ 
ellyn E. Thompson Jr. flew' back 
from Paris last night with their; 
decisions.

the | 
Western Big Three agreed thevj 
could not promise to go to war 
to guarantee Austrian neutrality, 
which the Russians have

tion. Instead they will join in a

But this was 
reported satisfactory to the Sovi­ 
ets.

About 450 of the tow*n’s 2.500 peo­ 
ple lost their jobs. 
Now. follow the sam e river west, 
around the southern bulge of Ohio, 
until you reach Evansville, Ind. 
Here you see help wanted signs. 


Here, the town is booming parti- 
cally because of foreign trade. 
'Hie two kinds of signs reflect 
m any of the grass roots stakes in 
the fight just now ending in Wash­ 
ington.

West Germany 
Welcomed Into 
NATO Council 


Adenauer Takes Seat 
As 1 5 t h Member To 
Oppose Peril Of Reds 


PARIS (£)—The North Atlantic 
Council welcomed West Germ any 
today as its 15th m em ber in the 
W estern alliance against the threat 
of Communist aggression. 
Chancellor K o n r a d Adenauer 
took his place at the NATO council 
table for the first tim e in a public 
session in the Palais de Chaillot. 
The top NATO group opened a 
three-day session in problems of 
W estern 
European 
defense 
and 
other isues of global import. 
For the 79-year-old West G er­ 
man 
statesm an 
the 
ceremony 
m arked a culminating stage in his 
long and difficult campaign to en­ 
roll his countrymen as an equal 
partner in the ranks of the free 
world s democracies. 
With the formalities out of the| 
way, the m inisters were to dis­ 
cuss prospects for a Big Four 
meeting this sum m er on m ajor 
world problems, particularly Ger­ 
m an reunification. 
Other talks during the meeting 
m ay range as far afield as For­ 
mosa and Indochina. Conceived as 
an alliance to defend W estern Eu­ 
rope, NATO has become more and 
more a worldwide organization be­ 
cause its m em bers’ problems often 
are global. 
The session’s first day formal­ 
ities included much flag raising, 
speechmaking and playing of na­ 
tional anthems.

WASHINGTON (tfV-The govern­ 
m ent has urged that trie nation’s 
polio vaccination program be held 
up for at least a few m ore days 
w*hile 
federal 
health 
authorities 
m ake a new safety check. 
Surgeon 
General 
Leonard 
A. 
Scheele, 
announcing 
t h i s 
yes­ 
terday, expressed hope a plant-by- 
plant check of vaccine m anufac­ 
turers would perm it resumption 
of the program by the end of this 
week. 


He voiced confidence that five 
laboratories now turning out the 
Sa Ik serum would get a complete 
bill of health. And he said he 
hoped the first held-up batches of 
vaccine would be cleared quickly 
for public use. 
Scheele. head of the UvS. Pub­ 
lic Health Service, likewise pro­ 
nounced the vaccine every bit as 
safe and effective as originally 
announced. 
He assured parents whose chil­ 
dren have been vaccinated that 
“ in the very best judgm ent of the 
public health service, they have 
no cause for alarm .” 
Scheele’s 
announcement 
— 
a 
“ strong recom m endation” that all 
vaccinations be suspended for the 
tim e being—cam e as a dram atic 
Sunday evening finale to a week­ 
end of confusion over the status 
of the vaccination program . 
As late as last Friday, Scheele 
himself had recommeded that the 
inoculations be continued where 
vaccine was available. Then early 
Saturday he suggested a weekend 
halt in the giving of shot* and 
followed through with yesterday’* 
recommendation for a further de­ 
lay for what he called “ a double 
check.” 
Most states seemed disposed to 
follow Scheele’s recommendation. 
New J e r s e y and Connecticut. 
among others, had vaccine sup­ 
plies ready for the start of shots 
today, but called a halt. Indiana’* 
health commissioner first said he 
saw no reason for delay, but later 
recommended postponement. 
Many states had no choice. They 
lacked sufficient vaccine. 
But in Michigan, Health Com­ 
missioner Albert Heustis said that 
state’s program will continue un­ 
less there is a “direct order” not 
to do so. “ We have ample evidence 
that the vaccine we have used is 
safe and effective,” he said. 
Basil O’Connor, president of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis which is financing the 
free school program , declined to 
comment on Scheele’s statem ent 
until he had had a chance to study 
it. Before the statem et was is­ 
sued, however, he told newsmen 
in Kansas City; 
“ There should be a 
scientific 
basis before such a delay is put 
into effect. I would not want to 
take responsibility for arbitrarily 
asking a delay in giving the vac­ 
cine unless there was some good 
reason for doing it.” 
Scheele’s announcement included 
a report that the num ber of chil­ 
dren developing polio after vacci­ 
nation had risen to 52. with 50 of 
the cases paralytic. The surgeon 
general said 44 of the children 
had been inoculated with vaccine 
m ade by the Cutter La bora tories 
of Berkeley, Calif., before C utter’s 
output was recalled April 27. 
Scheele said there is a “definite” 
but 
unexplained 
association 
be­ 
tween the use of “ the Cutter vac­ 
cine and the few cases of” polio 
which followed it, and the Cutter 
product “ will rem ain suspended” 
until the cause is found. 
But he added: 
“The incidence of paralytic polio 
among vaccinated children, other 
than those who received the Cutter 
vaccine, has been only one in al­ 
most 700,000. This corresponds to 
the expected natural occurrence 
of poliomyelitis among these chil­ 
dren at this tim e of the year. 
“ So, simply in statistical term s, 
there is every reason to believe

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‘Check Your ( ^ar And Accidents" 


Traffic accidents, which last year claimed 36,- 
300 lives, are a disgrace. 
And in most cases they are unnecessary. More 
care, more alertness and more respect for the 
rights of others would eliminate a great num­ 
ber of accidents. Particularly inexcusable are 
those which grow out of inadequate vehicle 
m aintenance. 
Just how many accidents fall into this cate­ 
gory can never be statistically established be­ 
cause in many fatal accidents the car, or cars, 
involved are so badly smashed that pre-existing 
repair needs cannot be determined. But in spite 
of this, accident reports show that a significant 
number of vehicles involved in fatal accidents 
have one or more unsafe conditions. 
Very often such conditions can be present in 
an apparently normal car. Last year, In a vol­ 
untary. nationwide safety check program in 
which more than one million vehicles were in­ 
spected, one out of four vehicles checked was 
in need of maintenance attention to one or more 
parts affecting safe operation. In many cases, 
the automobile owners did not suspect this need. 
Obviously, then. the only way a driver can 
be sure his vehicle is in safe operating condi­ 
tion is to check and double check. 
It's a very simple matter to check for surface 
danger points. The driver him self can do this. 
E xcessive tire wear, loss of brake efficiency, 
lights that are not working properly and other 
obvious danger spots can be detected easily. 
But no driver should be satisfied with these 
surface checks. He should have his car checked 
regularly by a qualified mechanic. The follow­ 
ing points shoujd be stressed: Headlights, rear 
and stop lights, brakes, tires, steering mech­ 
anism, windshield wipers, muffler and exhaust 
system , window glass, horn and rear-view mir­ 
ror. 
"Check your car, check accidents!" — is a 
pretty short sentence, but it contains the only 
solution to one important segm ent of the traffic 
accident problem.

Precedent Being Set In Labor Stoppages

Tile morning of Wednesday, May 
4, marked the 51st violent day in 
; s o u t h e r n states which haven’t 
heard so much dynam iting a n d 
rifle fire since 
the Civil 
War. 
On t h a t 51st 
day a group of 
southern gover­ 
nors 
cam e 
to 
the 
W h i t e 
H o u s e and 
awaited 
Presi­ 
dent Eisenhow­ 
er. Behind them 
they had l e f t 
heavily - guard­ 
ed telephone companies with flood­ 
lighted buildings at night to dis­ 
courage saboteurs. They had come 
from areas where pickets and non­ 
strikers at telephone and railroad 
installations 
had been

gunshots at each other, thus troub­ 
ling the south, but hardly being 
heard around the nation. Even as 
the governors sat waiting, a dyna­ 
m ite blast blew up parts of an 
automatic repeater station n e a r 
Birmingham. Ala. 


THE GOVERNORS told 
them ­ 
selves. and finally the federal au­ 
thorities, that they really feared 
they could not cope with the civil 
disobedience, violence and 
sabo­ 
tage, A spokesman for the gover­ 
nor of Kentucky told me that this 
situation was as near to insurrec­ 
tion as you could get without m ass 
I revolt. 
At the appointed moment t h e 
governors were shown into t h e 
President’s office. They t a l k e d 


I briefly and conveyed their fears. 
I Mr. Eisenhower listened, told them 
; he was glad to see them, spoke 
for a few minutes and then passed 
them on through channels to his 
aide-de-camp in charge of labor 
—Secretary Jim Mitchell. 
History and vital policy scrawled 
them selves on the records of the 
future, it seem s to me. And it has 
all gone virtually unnoticed.

Swagger sticks 
are making a 
comeback. Everything com es back 
if you wait long enough. 
For those too young to rem em ­ 
ber the last time, a swagger stick 
is a metal-tipped wand about two 
feet long, It has three main uses. 
1. To stick into an adversary’s 
eye. 
2. To bend across an adversary’s 
anatomy. 
3. To swagger with. 
It is a cross between a police­ 
m an’s 
nightstick 
and 
a 
cigaret 
holder, in other words. It is some­ 
thing to carry that’s useful in a 
pinch but probably won’t be lethal. 
And it is something to keep the 
carrier’s mind off self-conscious­ 
ness. 
This 
was 
the 
swagger 
stick’s 
principal use in the hands of the 
rising young Americans of my gen­ 
eration. which learned about swag­ 
ger sticks from the returning heroes 
of World War I. 
Brass 
and 
nickel 
were 
the 
favorite m etals for the tips, which 
were of varying sharpness. Today, 
the tips would be chromium, but 
you had to do the best you could 
with metal polish in the flapper 
era. The wand, itself, was made of 
long - grained wood, preferably 
springy. This was kept up to snuff 
with wax or varnish. 
Swagger sticks sprang into fash­ 
ion overnight. A young punk could 
have as much fun w'ith one as he

believed. Tile violence was out of 
hand, and for the first tim e in 
my memory a national union chief. 
Joe Beirne of the CIO Communica­ 
tion Workers of America, 
w a s

Some of the gov­ 
ernors went over to the Hotel Slat­ 
ier for a conference of governors, 
som e visited the National Demo­ 
cratic Committee headquarters. 
T ennessee’s Gov. Frank Clement 
scheduled a meetihg of all his law 
enforcem ent officers at his state 
capital for the next day—and in­ 
vited the FBI to sit in with state 
officials to "discuss ways 
a n d 
means of furthering our efforts to 
prevent violence and vandalism in 
Tennessee and to bring to justice 
the guilty parties.” 


DESPITE THESE startling de­ 
velopm ents, practically all nation­ 
al labor leaders not involved in 
the marathon telephone and rail­ 
way strikes had paid little attention 
to the southern stoppage. 
But now they are beginning to 
look and listen. Precedent is being 
set. There are other strikes up­ 
coming. There is sharp bargaining 
in the auto industry. Steel negotia­ 
tions are pending. A General Elec- 
tnc-CIO battle looms. Strike crises 
are sim m ering at a rate to which 
w e’ve 
b e e n 
unaccustomed 
for 
years. 
Without White House support be­ 
hind it, labor will have to fight it 
out with industry in long stop­ 
pages. The day of the quickie strike 
in big industry is on its way out. 
What happened in Washington on 
May 4 indicates that labor lead­ 
ers have to decide whether to set­ 
tle quickly or settle down to pro­ 
tracted and costly walkout. 
The President said he was going 
to be neutral. He obviously meant 
it. 


could have with a

Warfare with quarter-staves that 
once had bemused barbarians gave 
way tc close-quartfcr jousting with 
I two-foot-long lances sharpened to 
a point. The swagger stick craze 
didn’t last long, as a matter of fact, 
but it w'as lively while it lasted. 
And now it’s going to start all over 
again. The U.S. Marines have told 
non-coms they can carry swagger 
sticks if they feel like it. This is 
where we cam e in before. Civilians 
will carry them too.

is Mao Tze-tung whose

is colossal not only in Red China 
but 
throughout 
the 
Communist 
world. 


HE IS regarded as the foremost 
M arxist theoretician of this peri­ 
od and his writings have been col­ 
lected and published in all langu­ 
ages. As a Marxist thinker, he is 
considered superior to any R u s ­ 
sian of these days. 
It is foolhardy to believe that 
Mao Tze-tung has been replaced j 
by Chou En-lai or that the latter 
can make a move without the ap­ 
proval of Mao and through him of 
the international 
Communist 
or­ 
ganization which centers in 
the 
Kremlin. The Soviet universe is 
one and is centrally directed. 
Mao. like Stalin, remains aloof 
because, in his position, it is dif­ 
ficult to retreat from a stand once 
taken. Chou’s situation 
is 
more 
like Molotov's. While he represents 
the point of view of the politburo, 
he may shift or even retreat with­ 
out loss of dignity. 
The current effort to give Euro­ 
peans and Americans an incorrect 
picture of Chou’s position is char­ 
acteristic of 
Mao’s reticence 
in 
dealing with foreigners for whom 
he has no liking. 
Mao Tze-tung is a curious man. | 
Essentially a student of philosophy , 
he is not a man of action. Never­ 
theless, he has lived in an armed 
cam p most of his adult life and 
has been forced by circum stances 
to forego the classroom for the 
world of intense and 
dangerous 
action. 
With GN. Chu Teh, he kept the 
Communist army 
intact 
and 
in 
fighting condition 
for 
about 
30 
years. Now that he can have his 
way, he has resumed the cote- 
plative life. 


A MARXIST since his student 
days at the Peking National Uni­ 
versity. he never defected to the 
Trotzkyist side as did so many of 
the early Chinese Communists. He 
accepted discipline and now de­ 
mands obedience. 
Born in 1893 in Hunan Province, 
he set out to be a professor and 
studies under such men as 
Hu 
Shih and Monling Chiang. He was 
a founder of the Chinese C o m ­ 
munist party in 1921 when t h e 
leader was Chen Tu-shu, also a 
philosopher and highly respected 
among Chinese. Chen had come 
under the influence of Karl Radek, 
an early Bolshevik leader who for

a tim e directed the China policy 
of Soviet Russia. 
After the 1925 - 27 Revolution, 
which brought Chiang Kai - skek 
to power, Chen Tu-shu and other 
Trotzkyists were ousted from the 
leadership of the Chinese C o m- 
munist party and Chu Teh arfd 
Mao Tze-tung rose. In fact, refer­ 
ences to this leadership in the ear­ 
ly days were to Chu-Mao. 
Mao Tze-tung overcam e the su­ 
periority of Chu Teh without in 
any way destroying their personal 
or political friendship. Simply, Chu 
Teh, the military man, 
became 
second to Mao Tze-tung, the poli­ 
tical thinker. 
Chu never protested his reduc­ 
tion: 
he accepted it 
as normal 
that a superior mind should dom­ 
inate a military activist. After the 
Hunan autumn uprising in 1927. 
Mao Tze-tung’s leadership of the 
Chinese Communist Party was un­ 
questioned. This uprising is sign­ 
ificant because if marks the final 


split between the Kutrmintang (Na­ 
tionalists) and the Communists aft­ 
er Chiang 
had 
established 
the 
Nanking governm ent, 


IN THE organization of the Com­ 
munist government of Peking. Mao 
Tze-tung has been the top figure 
since 1949 when it cam e into exis­ 
tence. 
His close associates are Chu Teh 
and Liu Shao-chi. Should Moa die, 
it is likely that Liu Shao-chi will 
em erge to the top, inst as in So­ 
viet Russia, it, was not Molotov 
but Khrushchev who em erged as 
leader. At present tile leadership 
in China consists, tih this order, 
of Mao Tze-tng. Chu 
Teh, 
Liu 
Shao-chi, Chen Yun and Chou En- 
lai. 
In the current stage of political 
developm ent in Communist coun­ 
tries. it is extrem ely important to 
know in which personalities poli­ 
tical power is vested. Otherwise 
the situation becom es blurred. 


Heavy Price For Politics

Unless strong administration and 
congressional support is forthcom­ 
ing soon, there is great danger that 
the most worthy and ambitious ef­ 
fort in our time to reform the fed­ 
eral government will either come 
to nothing or will be torn amid con­ 
flicting political forces. 
The "old" Hoover Commission 
which reported 
more 
than 
five 
years ago had a limited objective. 
It was to avoid any study or recom­ 
mendations concerning matters of 
vote itself to methods of adminis­ 
tration. 
In other words, it was not to 
question why a certain function of 
the federal government should be 
carried on, but to exam ine how it 
was being administered. 
That was a necessary limitation, 
since the commission was created 
by the Republican 80th Congress 
and it was compelled to function 
under a 
Democratic 
administra­ 
tion. Herbert Hoover as chairman 
had excellent relations with Presi­ 
dent 
Truman 
and 
kept 
strictly 
within the limits of the term s of 
his authority. It is only fair to say 
that Truman offered excellent co­ 
operation. 
The result was a series of legis­ 
lative enactm ents which m easur­ 
ably improved the great overgrown 
and shapeless federal machine and 
saved 
the 
taxpayers 
a 
lot 
of 
money. 
With that record behind him and 
the wholehearted good will cf the 
nation, the former president was 
induced to undertake a new task 
under a Republican president and 
Congress, with much boarder pow­ 
ers, For under the terms of refer­ 
ence this tim e, the Hoover Com­ 
mission can go not only into the 
how but the why. With the praise 
and the blessing of the President 
and the hearty approval of Con­ 
gress, the labor started. 
Labor is the appropriate word, 
too, because this wras a heavy task 
to be undertaken by a man who 
had attained the ripe age of four­ 
score. A series of excellent task 
forces was selected to do the dig­ 
ging, and these groups at great 
personal sacrifice to their m em ­ 
bers have labored long and hard. 
When a task force report is re­ 
ceived, the 
com m ission 
goes 
to 
work and renders its own report, 
w'hich is given to the public with 
the task force report. Eight such 
reports have been issued, and six 
more are to come. 


There have been som e disagree­ 
ments on details am ong the com­ 
m issioners, but with one exception 
there has been general agreement. 
That 
exception 
is 
Congressman 
Chet Holifeld. 
an 
itftra - liberal 
Democrat who seem s to have been 
selected by the Dem ocratic House 
leadership to cause all trouble pos­ 
sible with tile m ajority of the com­ 
mission. 
But the serious thing about the 
present status of the commission 
is not internal disagreem ent. It is 
the seaming neglect of the com­ 
mission by the President and other 
leading m em bers of H oover’s own 
party. 
The word "neglect" is not strong 
enough. The fact is that the Presi­ 
dent. by proceeding with a num­ 
ber of proposals to Congress with 
no regard to the parallel »work of 
the Hoover Comm ission, 
has 
af­ 
fronted and frustrated! its work. 
With no real support of the com ­ 
mission from the President and the 
administration, certain Democrats 
in Congress are openly starting a 
Campaign 
to 
discredit 
anything

Teacher Pay Raise On 
Legislature Agenda 


CHARLESTON UPI — The 52nd 
Legislature, unable to agree on a 
tax program for financing a teach­ 
er pay raise during its regular 60- 
day session, returned to the State- 
house today for an extraordinary 
session. 
Both House and Senate were to 
convene at noon. An address by 
Gov. Marland was the No. I item 
on the agenda. 
As the mid-day hour approached, 
several questions remained unan­ 
swered: 
1. How long will the session last? 
2. Can legislators get together 
on a revenue program and if so 
what one? 
3. Does Marland have any new 
ideas about how to pay for the 
salary incrrase? 
Financial complexities will not 
be all facing the lawmakers. The 
governor’s office has said Marland 
will send a list of appointments 
to the Senate for action during the 
session. 
Presumably, the list would in­ 
clude men the governor has named 
to replace three of six major ap­ 
pointees rejected by the Senate in 
March. 
The governor called the special 
session himself, stipulating t h a t 
it should deal with school prob­ 
lems. He acted, however, o n l y 
after he was presented letters re­ 
questing the session from three- 
fifths of the 
members 
of each 
house. 
The unprecedented petitioning by 
the lawmakers themselves culmin­ 
ated a drive by the West Virginia 
Education Assn. 
During the regular session. Gov 
Marland proposed a state income 
tax to raise eight million dollars 
a year for a teacher salary in­ 
crease. It was defeated in t h e 
House, however, and never reached 
the Senate floor. 
Senate President Ralph J. Bean 
(D-Hardy) favors increasing t h e 
consumers’ sales tax from 2 to 3 
per cent, bringing in 13 million 
dollars for teachers’ salaries and 
related purposes.

more. But if they sell more here, 
some U.S. industries will sell less. 
How do you protect or help those 
industries? 
In a generally healthy national 
economy, some “ sick” U.S. indus­ 
tries have been made sicker by 
foreign competition. How, if you 
reduce 
tariffs 
further, 
do 
you 
avoid making the illness fatal? 
If we’re going to sell more abroad 
foreigners will have to get the 
purchasing power by selling more 
here. But while various surveys 
show that the American economy 
is helped more by increased for­ 
eign buying here than it is hurt 
by foreign selling here, that still 
doesn’t make the wounded minor­ 
ity feel any better. What can be 
done for them ? 
These are the broad outlines of 
the problem. To understand it in 
human terms, let’s return to the 
signs along the Ohio River. 
In Paden City, the sign for the 
defunct glass works is symptoma­ 
tic of the troubles plaguing many 
of the glassware and pottery fac­ 
tories in this northernmost corner 
of West Virginia. Some have shut 
down completely. Others are work­ 
ing part-time. Unemployment has 
been running from 8 to 14 per 
cent in this part of the state. 
Rep. Robert H. Mollohan *D), 
who represents the area and voted 
against the administration bill au­ 
thorizing 
a 
gradual, 
three-year 
lowering of tariffs, says the bill 
could mean that glass and pottery 
will be “ practically wiped out as 
a domestic industry.” 
Next to the dark glass works is! 
the Paden City Pottery Co., the; 
town’s sole surviving employer of! 
any importance. “ Before Japan,” 
as they put it here, the pottery 
firm employed 850 men and worn-' 
en. Now it employes 475, two or 
three days a week. 
M. C. Sondles, president of the 
firm, held up a plate, saying: 
“Pretend this represents one dol­ 
lar of production cost. This third 
is materials, the other two-thirds 
is labor cost. Out of our cost-dollar. j 
66 2-3 cents is labor. In Japan 
labor would amount to less than 
seven cents. 
“So if they paid exactly what 
we do for materials, it costs them 
40 cents to make what costs us 
a dollar.” 
What became of the glass work­ 
ers and laid-off pottery employes? 
“A few of them got jobs in the 
new chemical plants up and down 
the river,” Sondles said, “ but most 
of the people learned their trade 
here and grew up in the business. 
They were too old to move.” 
In town, the tradespeople report 
that the laid-off workers draw un­ 
employment compensation while it 
lasts. The younger ones take work 
elsewhere and move. A gasoline 
truck driver, who supplies 
the 
chain of river communities, said: 
“The older people have to de­ 
cide: Should they sell their house, 
when the market is down, and 
take a chance on moving some­ 
where else and learning another 
trade? Industry doesn’t want older 
people now. So most of them stay 
on here, getting tw’o or three days 
woik a week at the pottery when 
they can get it.” 
And then there is the marbles 
industry. Six of the seven U.S. i 
ro m an ies which make marbles—

of its output of vitamins and baby 
formula products. 
The district’s second largest em­ 
ployer — Colgate-Peet with 2,100 
workers in Clarksville — exports 
little but depends a great deal on 
imports of raw materials. In the 
area’s tractor and farm machinery 
industry, export sales helped sus­ 
tain employment when domestic 
sales slumped in 1953-54. One big 
employer, Bucyrus-Erie Co., man­ 
ufacturer of road building and 
heavy construction equipment, has 
been exporting 40 to 50 per cent 
of its output. 
The farmers in the area produce 
corn, wheat, barley, tobacco, soy­ 
beans, hogs and lard, eggs and 
dairy products—almost all import- 
export commodities. 
The Library of Congress survey 
also noted that while foreign com­ 
petition has been felt in coal, oil, 
lumber and furniture, these indus­ 
tries together employ less people 
in the 8th district than the refrig­ 
eration industry alone. 
Finally, in comparing the two 
Ohio River Valley areas, it ap­ 
pears that foreign trade has cre­ 


ated more jobs in Rep. Denton’s 
Indiana district than it has de­ 
stroyed or jeopardized in 
Rep. 
Mollohan’s West Virginia district. 
But then Indiana paychecks don’t 
pay the grocery bills in West 
Virginia.

Hand clipping of grass is a chore 
which definitely can be eliminated. 
Prepare small symmetrical b o r ­ 
ders of black dirt around all bush­ 
es, sidewalks, trees and f l o w e r 
beds and spade up this dirt occa­ 
sionally to keep grass from grow­ 
ing in it. 
Such borders make it possible to 
cut all grass with a lawn mower. 
so that it i sno longer necessary to 
crawl about the lawn clipping grass 
next to trunks of trees and stems 
of flowers. 
Digging out dandelions and other 
weeds is another needless c h o r e 
that may be eliminated by spray 
ing the lawn with chemical weed 
killers. Mix the chemicals, follow 
ing manufacturers’ directions, in a 
galvanized steel sprinkling c a n 
Spray away! The weeds will wilt 
after the first spraying and can be 
kept well under control by subse­ 
quent sprayings. 
A galvanized steel sprinkling can 
is recommended because of t h e 
need to keep weed killers away 
from evergreens and other desira­ 
ble plant life. The sprinkling can 
makes it easy to focus sprays di­ 
rectly on weeds. 
Time and effort also is saved by 
using grass catchers on lawn mow­ 
ers to eliminate the need for rak­ 
ing grass regularly. Power mow 
ers, of course, save even more 
time and effort. 
Many persons believe in cutting 
grass as infrequently as possible, 
but it usually takes less effort to 
mow grass weekly while it is still 
relatively short and easy to cut. 
There may be places where grass 
should be eliminated. Grass be­ 
tween two concrete strips of a 
driveway, for example, serves no 
useful purpose and is difficult to 
care for. A solid section of con­ 
crete, or even crushed stone, in 
the same space requires no mainte­ 
nance.

Charles R. Scott, state fire 
marshal warns of “hidden ene­ 
mies” in the home. You may 
think you haven’t an enemy in 
the world, but the fire hazards 
that exist in your home are ene­ 
mies that can destroy you, your 
loved ones and your home.

3.—Frayed and worn electrical 
cords, electrical cords hung over 
nails, run through door ways and 
under rugs. 
4.—Pennies behind fuses, 30 
amp fuses on branch circuits 
and circuits that are not fused. 
5.—Ashes stored in wooden or 
paper containers. 


6.—Smoke pipe to f u r n a c e 
rusted out, chimney cracked, 
morter falling from bricks and 
soot accumulation in the chim­ 
ney. 
7.—Matches s t o r e d within 
reach of small children. 
8.—Kitchen curtains hung close 
to the open flames of the cook 
stove. 
9.—Unvented gas heaters. 
10.—Smoking in bed.

Three Types 
Of Curbs Used 
For Driveway 


Concrete, Wood And 
Brick Suggested In 
Economical Plan 


Most people like curbing for sev­ 
eral reasons. It gives roads and 
driveways 
a 
clean-cut look, it 
eliminates edging, ti saves th * 
lawn when a careless driver mis­ 
judges distance and it makes a 
road easier to weed. 
There are several types of curb 
in general use. The wroughtiron 
or steel curb is rather expensive 
for the average person, but there 
are three other types which are ex­ 
tremely economical and which the 
home owner can install himself. 
The best of these is the concrete 
curb. This is made by setting up 
forms of ordinary eight-inch board 
in a shallow trench and securing 
them by means of stakes driven 
into the ground. As a rule the 
curb should be four inches below 
the ground and four inches above 
it. A good width is five or six 
inches. One bag of cemen. to two 
of sand and three of gravel makes 
a good mixture, and the less wa­ 
ter used the better. 
The second type in popularity is 
the wood ourb. This should be of 
2-by-4 stock and nothing lighter. 
A caf will run over a 2-by-4 curb 
without hurting it, but it will splin­ 
ter a lighter wood strip. 
A wood curb is installed by scrap 
ing away the edge of the road 
about an inch and setting the 2- 
bv-4 against the lawn edge, secur­ 
ing it by means of short 2-by-4 
stakes and spiking them well. The 
wood should be treated with a pre­ 
servative or be given two heavy 
coats of paint. 
The third type of curbing is 
made with ordinary bricks. Hie 
procedure here is to make a trench 
along the road edge and stand the 
bricks upright with the two-inch 
face toward the road. The top of 
the bricks should be as high as 
the base of the lawn. 
When the ground is well tamped 
along the row of bricks, they form 
a sturdy edge. No mortar is needed 
in the joints. Bricks also can be 
laid at an angle to give a saw­ 
tooth pattern or can be set with 
the two-inch edges butting.

In Civilization 


China, Babylonia Had 
Facilities; First U.S. 
Iron Tub Made In ^70 


Bathing is an art as old as civ­ 
ilization itself, says the Plumbing 
Fixture Manufacturers Association.

Back Seat Table
